A count superintendent wrote that 
lie is losing teachers and the banks 
refuse to lend the county boards 
sy because the apportionment of 
State School Fund does not arrive 
l time. 

He also said that all his teachers 
scribed for war savings 
which they cannot buy un- 
less they receive their pay this 
moelh. 

Many of his teachers are seeking 
positions elsewhere, he added. 

While there is plenty of money in 
the State treasury, it is not in the 
Stale School Fund, and what is com- 
ing in now, it is undertood, will not 
be apportioned to the School Fund 
until the end of the month. 

Superintendent Gilbert would like 
to borrow the money frcrn the State 
Road Fund, which has several hun- 
dred thousand dollars lying idle, ac- 
during the war, when 
virtually at a standstill, 
as it is in the winter months.

BE IT ORDAINED by the Board 
of Council of the City of Paris, Ken- 
tucky, as follows: 

SECTION 1.— That it shall be un- 
lawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration to permit any Horse, Cattle, 
Goat, or Hog to run at large, or be 
tethered or herded for the purpose of 
grazing, in any street, lane, alley, 
highway, square or commons in the 
City of Paris. 

SECTION 2. — That the Mayor of 
the City of Paris shall provide a 
pound at the City Qparry, suitable 
for the purposes of this ordinance. 

SECTION 3.— (a) Any person find- 
ing any horse, cattle, sheep, goat, or 
hog running or being at large, or be- 
ing tethered or herded for the pur- 
pose of grazing, in any of the streets, 
lanes, alleys, highways, squares or 
commons in the City of Paris, may 
drive, lead or carry same to the 
pound provided for herein, and there 
deliver same to the keeper of said 
pound, who shall, at once, impound 
and safely keep it until called for 
and redeemed by the owner thereof, 
or by his agent.

been in France I will devote a little 
of my spare time to writing. I am 
well, with the exception of having a 
bad cold, and that really amounts to 
very little over here. In fact, I have 
had a cold ever since I have been 
ever here .... There are lots of funny 
sights over here. I think the first 
funny thing I ran into when I landed 
in Prance was two dogs pulling a 
milk cart. I thought wooden ahces 
had gone out of style, but they 
haven't. Grapes seem to be the big- 
gest crop in Prance. They certainly 
make a lot of wine .... Bicycles seem 
to be popular with the French people. 
If they can't get a by cycle they will 
push a wheelbarrow. Many of these 
wheelbarrows have a dog hitched in 
harness to the front. 

"I don't think we will be over here 
very long, as I hear we will be sent 
back some time between now and 
spring. . . .There goes the mess call, 
something every soldier likes to hear, 
so I will close. I don't think I will 
have to write many more letter.*.

James L. Parker, son of Mrs. 
George Parker, of Paris, writes to a 
Paris friend as follows from the 
Western front, his letter being dated 
October 12. several days before the 
signing of the armistice: 

"Wen Fiont, Oct. 12. 
Dear Friend: 

"At last this war has ended and it 
sure makes pie feel happy to know- 
that I have been in it and came out 
alive. 

"Everything is very quiet on the 
line to-night, and at this time night 
before last the battle was raging. 
One can hardly believe that just two 
nights ago star shells were going up 
over "No Man's Land." which is our 
land now. and poison gas was in the 
air. The star shells made everything 
as light as day and helped us to 
watch the Hun. The big guns are 
not making the sky red with their 
flashes to-night, and everything just 
at eleven o'clock along the line stop- 
ped firing, and I felt as if I was walk- 
ing in a graveyard. In a few hours 
after that a big bunch of the enemy 
came over and announced they want- 
ed to go back to America with the 
Yanks. When we told them it was 
them to do that, tney 
iisappointed and went 
•No Man's Land' unmo- 
to their own lines. After 
a while a few of us walked boldly 
across to their lines and was very 
ji uch surprised when the German

officers met us with their hands out 
and the word 'kamerad.' It is a very 
peculiar feeling being in the enemy's 
territory, knowing that hostilivies 
might start again, and you might be 
a prisoner, but you know that is the 
American's way to take a chance. 

"They were all overjoyed because 
the war had stopped, for they say 
they have no more men, ammuni- 
tion, nothing. We were surrounded 
by the Huns everywhere we went 
in his lines and all of them trying 
to tell how well the Americans 
fought, and how glad they were to 
quit fighting, at the same time. 

"When we started back to our 
lines a lot of them wanted to come 
with us, but we explained to thern 
that they could not, by signs. I 
suppose we will leave for home soon. 
I hope to meet you in good old Paris 
Kentucky, very soon.

Describing sights, sounds and 
scenes in Europe antedating the 
signing of the peace armistice, J. W. 
Waller, a former resident of Paris, 
writes to his sister, Mrs. Henry 
Judy, of near Paris, as follows: 
"Somewhere in France, 

"October 26, 1918. 
Dearest Lillian:— I have to-day 
received your letter of October 2, 
with clipping from THE NEWS, 
which I enjoyed very much. I have 
also received letters from Martha 
and Aunt Lucy of about the same 
date — the first mail that I have re- 
ceived. 

"Your letters came in very good 
time and I have already read them 
several times, as I am now located in 
a dugout with no other officer other 
than myself and the evenings are 
rather long. Our company has been 
split and I am now in charge of a 
platoon operating as a separate unit. 
I am very comfortably located in a 
dugout built by 'Fritzie,' with a good 
fireplace and a large wood fire, which 
the orderly builds me each evening 
before I come in. Everything is fine, 
only I have to run a rat or two out 
of my sleeping bag most every night 
before going to bed and let him do 
his sleeping in the day time. Wish 
I had some 1 place for them to sleep 
at night, for they are quite annoying. 

"Fritz has been quite active with 
his artillery of late and as I now 
write he is turning them loose at a

Captain Neville C. Fisher, formerly 
a well-known Paris attorney, son of 
Mrs. W. H. Fisher, has won promo- 
tion to the rank of Major in the 
army service. In a letter to his wife, 
Mrs. Eva Fisher, Librarian of the 
Georgetown College, Major Fisher 
says: 

"With A. E. F., France. 

"October 25, 1918. 

"Dear Eva: 

"I received two letters from you to- 
day and will answer at once. I have 
been on the front under battle, 
conditions since the 13th of August 
.and during most of that time I have 
been out in trenches and woods ond 
under the blue sky where it was im- 
possible to write. I wrote you after 
the St. Mihiel fight, Sept. 12 to 15. 
Well, we are in another locality now 
and a much (more active one. I am 
in command of the batallion ac,ain 
and succeeded in putting it 'on the 
map' on the night of Oct. 20, and 
the following day. My batallion was 
given a task that another one had 
tried three times and failed to accom- 
plish. We fought all night in the face 
of a heavy artillery barrage and ne- 
chine guns and on until five o'clock 
in the evening the next day until we 
drove out the Boche and accomplish- 
ed the task. Now we are the talk of 
the Division and I have been recom- 
mended for promotion as Major. It 
was the hardest proposition that has 
ever been assigned to any part of the 
Division and our Brigade Command- 
ers are said to be highly pleased. 

"I was slightly wounded twice in 
the right hand and left hip, but not 
serious enough to put |me out of the 
game. 

"We are now close up to the* front 
awaiting another turn at the Boche 
and I expect we will get it soon. 

"I am as well as can be, but get 
awfully tired marching through rain 
and mud and cold and darkness, but 
I guess it will be over some day and 
I will be mighty proud of the fact 
that I had a part in the great strug- 
gle. I wish I could go more into de- 
tail, but censorship forbids. I had 
some narrow escapes, but thanks un- 
to Him who rules all things I am 
still alive and healthy. 

"I should like very much to see 
you and the children. I think of you 
often and I believe you would all be 
right proud of me if you could hoar 
the nice things that are being said 
about me and any command. I will 
have to close now as I have some 
other matters that will not admit of 
delay.
